Hints for the Housewife. 


Take two or three thicknesses of 
woolen carpeting or any heavy woolen - 
’abric, tack on to a piece ’of wood of 
convenient slxe te handle. 
Use this 
for dusting the kitchen range. It will 
brighten up the polish and keep the 
hands clean.

Writings Dating Back as Far aa 2J)0ff 
B, C. Ara Translated by Univar- 
ally of WI soon sin Professor. 


A number of Sumerian tableta, wrlb 
ten at least aa early as 2.000 B. &, 
have been translated by Prof. F. T . 
Kelly of the department of Bemltic 
languages at the University of Wis­ 
consin. 
Of about thirty cones sod 
tablets translated, almost all were 
lists of anlmpls and men. 
The Sumerian tablets are difficult 
to read, as the writing la a combina­ 
tion of wedges used In different ar­ 
rangements to form words, and the 
grammatical construction la not like 
that of arty other language. Moat of 
the tablets gre dsted by correlating 
them with certain well-known events, 
such as the year a certain dty was 
devastated or the year a king was 
crowned. 
The contract tableta are 
■mostly lista of commodities, such aa 
the following: 
"One cow (received) from Garkua- 
lah. the farmer; one cow exchanged 
for the donkey of Nanlasl; sixteen 
nhcep exchanged for the donkey of 
Nlnnuakanltir; one gur. ten qa of 
grain eatables (bread) (received) fur 
a sacrifice (sacrificial feast) of Rakl- 
glshnika at Brech.

Few of our reader» would credit that 
the absence of snow would double the 
price of timber. 
The greater pnrt of 
our common timber comes from the 
forests of Canada, Scandinavia and 
Bussla. All these countries suffer from 
a very severe winter, says London Tlt- 
Blts. 
' 
For nearly five months of the year 
their surface Is burled deep tinder a 
mantle of snow, and the thermometer 
Injhe heart of the greatest pine forests 
not uncommonly falls to 30 degrees be­ 
low aero, 1. e„ 62 degrees of frost. 
Snow is one of the best nonconductors 
of heat or cold In the world, and when 
the fall Is a foot deep a thermometer 
showing 6 degrees on Its surface will 
If burled beneath the snow, rise to 
«bout 30 degrees. 
The snow, there­ 
fore. Is an enormous blanket, protect­ 
ing the roots of the trees from the in­ 
tense cold, 
A full-fledged pine can stand almost 
any degree of cold, but a young tree 
cannot do so. 
It might sprout during 
summer, but a snowless winter would 
Infallibly kill it. 
If, therefore, snow 
ceased, the eiformous timber supplies, 
of northern Europe, Asia and America 
would disappear.

Latter From M-tist in Trenches Tells 
How Russians Face Death in 
Fierce Fighting, 


Tho Paris Figaro contains many let­ 
ters from Russian soldier* who, before 
tne war began, were cesldent* in Paris. 
One, an artist, thu* describes a scene 
one evening before orders were car­ 
ried out by the regiment to make a 
move in the rear. 
At a certain place! 
on the Russian front the gassing from 
the enemy became unendurable, large­ 
ly because of the weak location of the 
Russian trench. To remain where the 
regiment was was to court certain suf­ 
focation. 
To retire meant volleys of 
Shell*. 
It was resolved to retire: 
A 
jfew minutes were given for Ivan—the 
Russian l>oys—to prepare. 
“One of them,” writes the Figaro’s 
correspondent, “took from hi* breast 
a cross and kissed It three times. 
Then, looking toward the dark sky, re­ 
peated the sacred words, mother, fa­ 
ther and wife. 
H e replaced the cross 
In his breast, and said, quietly, “I am 
ready.” 1 He was the first to fall under 
the iherctless fire o f the enemy. 
An­ 
other soidler, not long In the trenches, 
and speaking with qn ©astern accent, 
knelt In the cold, damp trench, ami 
went through tjfs devotions. 
“It will 
be easier,” he said, “for me to die than 
Ivan here. 
I hove no one to care tor 
me.” ■ 
But he got through the scrimmage 
to our rear trench. 
Such aré the for­ 
tunes of the trench in this eastern 
fight.
